Scathing Nader Attack 
World 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


Ralph Nader task force has 
unleashed a scathing attack on 
California's land use practices, 
asserting that an unwholesome 
alliance of government 
and 


moneyed interests threatens the 
state's land, air and water. 


Issuing the first portion of a 


500,000-word report, the 25- 
member team of "Nader's 
raiders" 
called 
for 
the 


resignation of the California 
water resources director and a 
halt to the multibillion-dollar 
state water project he oversees 
as "unnecessary and bur- 
densome to the taxpayer." 


The task force demanded the 


ouster of Water Resources 
Director William R. Gianelli for 
what 
it called "outright, 


aggressive deceit" in his 
department's 
"false 
and 


fraudulent claims to justify the 
project." 


Gianelli, who said Friday he 


had not seen the report but had 
heard it was critical, responded 
by challenging the Nader team's 
qualifications and urging that 
the state legislature investigate 
the investigators. 


The report said Gianelli 


should be replaced by a 
"reputable economist." 


The Nader report also said 


state and federal grand juries 
should convene "to consider the 
mass breakdown 
of 
law" 


governing 
use 
of 
land, 


pesticides, farm labor and 
pollution in California. 


Nader said in a forward to the 


report that "land interests in 
California, to a significant ex- 
tent, have bought, intimidated, 
comprised and supplied key 


officials 
in state and local 


government to a point where 
these interests govern the 
governors." 


The consumer advocate ad- 


ded, "The practices and policies 
relating to land in California 
have 
similiar 
parallels 


throughout the country." 


The criticism was met in kind. 
"Unfortunately, the Nader 


report can only be termed a 
highly irresponsible and slap- 
dash compilation 
of inac- 


curacies, untruths, malicious 
rumors, unsupported charges, 
distortions and headline-hunting 
generalizations," said Henry J. 
Mills, general manager of the 
Metropolitan Water District of 
Southern California. 


Among the Nader 
recom- 


mendations was the elimination 
of all special districts. The 


report singled out the Southern 
California district, which, it 
asserted, discriminates against 
homeowners with dispropor- 
tionate taxation. 


Atty. Robert C. Fellmeth, who 


directed the 15-month project, 
released 22 major recom- 
mendations at a Washington 
news conference. They included 
resignations of all members of 
state and regional 
quality 


control boards and the state 
agriculture board who have 
"direct occupational ties to 
interests regulated." Fellmeth 
said Gov. Reagan recently 
announced he would not tolerate 
conflicts of interest in state 
government. "If the governor 
holds true to this, he is going 
to have to have to fire at least 
half the executive department."

Scott will be the jump zone 


designee, in charge of all the 
skydivers, at the air show which 
will begin at noon Aug. 29. 


A member of the 
Chico 


Skydivers' Club, Scott has many 
hundreds of jumps to his credit. 
One of his specialties is a jump 
supported by a Delta parawing, 
which is a parachute of a type, 
but looks more like a glider. The 
parawing can produce a forward 
speed of up to 30 miles an hour. 


Jumping from a plane 7,500 


feet above Red Bluff, Scott will 
be joined with two of his Chico 
jumping 
companions, 
John 


Wilson and John Juric to per- 


form a three-man star. The trio 
will link-up hand-in-hand high 
above the audience to form the 
star. The men will be fitted with 
special smoking devices to 
permit the audience to see their 
progress in the sky as they link 
up and descend to the ground. 


Adding more excitement to his 


show, Scott also is expected to 
make at least one jump out of a 
glider, provided by the Chico 
Soaring Association which will 
have glider rides available to 
the public at nominal prices. 


It is expected Scott's abilities 


as an accomplished skydiver 
will be further evident to the 
audience when all of his jumps 
will be concluded with stand-up 
landings.

A historic piece of logging 


equipment 
which has 
been 


donated by Kimberly-Clark to 
the City of Anderson River 
Park. 


A steam donkey, which was 


believed to have been used in the 
Shingletown area around 1900, 
was found by K-C loggers on a 
ridge near the Siskiyou-Shasta 
County line. The broken parts 
were collected and taken to the 
company's main office in An- 
derson, where they are being 
reassembled. 
' Before the uayt> oi u.<i<.t.(«.t> 
and trucks, the steam donkey 
was skidded along mountain 
ridges behind mules or oxen. A 
low pressure boiler powered a 
huge winch which was equipped 
with cables. Loggers carried the 
cables down the hill to fasten 
them to the logs, then the winch 
pulled them back to the ridges, 
where they were moved to the 
mill either by water flume or by 


ox teams. 


When logging railroads were 


built into the woods, the donkeys 
were carried out on flatcars. 
They pulled themselves into 
place with their winches and 
cables. 
Strawlines—light cables—were 
carried out to anchor trees and 
ran around pulleys in the area 
being 
logged. 
With 
the 


Strawlines, heavier cables were 
pulled out and run around pulley 
block sheaves. Choker chains 
ver° fastened to th*> big cables 
and with them logs were pulled 
in to the donkey, loaded on the 
flatcars, and hauled away to the 
mill. 


Tractors began replacing the 


donkey engines in the 1930's. 


The Anderson City Council has 


accepted 
the equipment for 


installation at the Anderson 
River Park as a memorial to 
early day logging in the area.

leaders on policy questions, the 
time of the Nixon-Hirohito 
session was considered par- 
ticularly significant in view of 
recent events that have raised 
major questions about the future 
of diplomatic and ecomonic ties 
between the enemies of 30 years 
ago. 


Nixon and Hirohito will meet 


on Sept. 26 at Anchorage, where 
the Emperor will pause before 
making an over-the-pole flight 
beginning 
a 
seven-nation 


European tour. 


The two leaders will be ac- 


companied by their wives, 
Pat 
Nixon and 
Empress 


Nagako. 


This will be the first time a 


his homeland and the first 
meeting 
of an 
American 


president 
with a Japanese 


monarch. 


Japanese officials welcomes 


Nixon's announcement. While 
"it is a general rule that the 
Emperor does not touch on the 
political 
matters," 
said 


Nobuyoshi Uruyu, a government 
spokesman, Hirohito's meeting 
with Nixon would "no doubt 
contribute to further promotion 
of friendly relations between the 
two countries." 


The relations between the 


United States and its principal 
Pacific ally have been rocky in 
recent weeks. 


Reagan Report Says 
State Welfare Roll

Reagan's office says the number 
of Californians on welfare 
declined during July for the 
fourth straight month. 


It was the first monthly 


caseload report issued by the 
Republican governor since 
approval of a sweeping welfare 
reform bill that grew out of 12 
days of negotiations between 
Reagan and legislative leaders. 
The new law, effective Oct. 1, 
makes it harder to get on 
welfare and stay on.

WASHINGTON — When the 


U. S. Supreme Court handed 
down its busing edict last April, 
it did much more than simply 
call for the physical tran- 
sportation of children from one 
school to another — to achieve 
racial balance. 


It raised fears of parents for 


their children who will be home 
from school long after dark. It 
prompted one woman in Las 
Vegas to complain that at least 
in her native France she had the 
"freedom" to send her children 
to the school of her choice — a 
freedom she no longer had after 
coming to America. 


The pending transfer 
of 


students in their senior year at 
high school has caused a flood of 


j protests from students and 


parents alike. Here are excerpts 
of a letter from a girl student in 
North 
Carolina 
to 
her 


congressman: 
"I can graduate but I can't 
look forward to it. I'm one of 
15,000 students to be tran- 
sferred. .. I am deeply involved 
in my school and this is not 
giving me a fair chance to take 
pride in the honors I received in 
the llth grade. 


"I'm having to leave behind 


my place on the school's drill 
team, my membership in a 
singing group and in an honor 
group. I have worked so hard to 
help make my school one of the 
best. Now it was all for nothing. 
Do you think this is fair, to the 
school and individuals? 
I've 


heard there will be no sports in 
the schools. What is a school 
without any spirit, and what is 


spirit without any sports?" 


Congressman Wilmer Mizell 


inserted this portion of a letter 
from a constituent in the 
Congressional Record: 


"It seems that all justice, 


common sense and economical 
practices have been abandoned 
to achieve what one man (a 
federal judge) feels is racial 
justice. I feel that if a vote was 
taken among citizens of our 
country, a majority of both 
black and white would prefer to 
stay in the neighborhood school 
system." 


Mizell himself stated 
that 


"most parents of every race 
prefer to see their children in 
schools near their homes." 


In a letter to Congressman 


William Whitehurst of Virginia: 


"Stop this madness! Stop 


busing! Please work hard to 


pass legislation to stop busing 
and return to our children the 
freedom to go to neighborhood 
schools." 


One congressman argued that 


the court edict on busing was 
contrary to the Constitution, and 
quoted the preamble regarding 
"domestic tranquility." Said the 
lawmaker: 


"I ask you to look at St. 


Petersburg, Greenville, and 
some of the many cities we can 
talk about, and I ask you where 
is that domestic tranquility 
guaranteed 
to those young 


children who are formed to be 
bused out of their neighborhoods 
to schools many miles away." 


Another said that Congress 


had 
the 
responsibilty 
to 


guarantee that children "no1, be 
turned into laboratory ex- 
periments." 


Another congressman said a 


poll in his district showed that 
only 2 per cent favored busing, 
and ironically, this two per cent 
came trom the "white, upper- 
class," who had put their 
children in private schools. 


Congressman LaMar Baker of 


Tennessee said: 


"Ours is the wonderful and 


radical 
ideal of educational 


opportunity for everyone. We 
continually strive for new 
standards of excellence. Yet, we 
are now watching many of our 
public schools go right down the 
drain." 


"Trapped in a numbers game, 


we see educators no longer 
educating," he added. "They 
must work out all these plans for 
racial balance — closing some 
schools, buying buses, tran- 
sferring records, moving fur- 


niture. The sheer logistics of 
complying with these court 
decisions are staggering " 


Another 
lawmaker 
said, 


"After long years of wasting 
times and money, we finally go 
around to eliminating assign- 
ment by color and busing 
children to keep them separate 
— only to come around just 
about full circle to assignment 
by color and busing to put the 
children together by set ratios." 


All indications from Capitol 


Hill are that 1972 will be "the 
year of the bus." It is explosive 
politically, and evidently any 
lasting solution will have to 
come equally from 
Congress 


and the President. 


It will take much more than 


mere rhetoric of statements on 
position from both camps.

Since 1966, Miss Daphne 


Lowell Dailey, first woman to be 
appointed a vice president in the 
history of The Bank of Virginia, 
has been responsible for its 
statewide 
Women's Depart- 


ment. 


Although the potential buying 


power of women has long been 
acknowledged by business and 
industry, 
actual 
facts 
and 


figures are hard to find. In an 
article written earlier this year 
for 
the 
"Bank 
Marketing 


Management" Magazine, Miss 
Dailey estimates the increase in 
population will put more women 
into the job market. 


The country will also be an 


"urbanized nation of better 
educated 
young, 
affluent, 


mobile people with changing 
family tastes, new standards 
and buying habits," she wrote in 
the publication geared for bank 
management. 


"Finance is a woman's world 


too," said Miss Dailey "Women

MANILA (AP)— Sister Maria 


Rosalina Abejo was a 
maker 


of music long before she met 
Pope John XXIII, but his advice 
led the tiny Filipina nun to the 
conductor's podiums of some of 
the world's great symphony 
orchestras. 


Her reputation as a composer 


preceded her to the Vatican, so 
that when she met the Pope in 
1962 it was no ordinary nun who 
kissed the papal ring. 


"I told him about the two 


orchestras I had organized in 
the southern islands, and he 
said, 'You must conduct real 
symphonies. The people must 
know that we in the church can 
contribute beauty to the world 
outside.' 


"Since then I have made 


several trips abroad and have 
conducted in Warsaw, Prague, 
Moscow, London, New York, 
Philadelphia... There are so 
many great orchestras in the 
world today," Sister Abejo said. 


She stands erect on the 


podium, her tiny right hand 
whipping the baton through the 
air, 
now 
coaxing, 
now 


demanding. Her white nun's 
habit 
hangs 
disinterestedly 


around her ankles, even when 
she twists her torso to call for a 
flurry of woodwinds or to tone 
down the brass. 


"She has her own style of 


playing pieces, especially her 
own compositions," said Ber- 
nardo Manalastas, first violinist 
for the Manila Symphony and 
concert-master 
at 
her last 


concert. "She's very particular 
about the way we handle a piece. 


"But 
even 
though 
she's 


particular, she adjusts to what 
the musicians are doing," he 
added. 
"She admits 
the 


suggestions of the musicians 
and allows us to decide some of 
the finer points of a piece; how 
to use our instruments best." 


Sister Abejo replaces resident 


conductor Oscar Yatco with the 
Manila Symphony about twice a 
year. She said its musicians and 
those of the other orchestras she 
has directed cooperate with her 
probably more than with male 
conductors. 
"I 
think 
they 


respect my habit," she said. 


A member of the Religious of 


the Virgin Mary of the Philip- 
pines, a teaching order of 
Filipinas, Sister Abejo is dean of 
a school of music at St. Mary's 
College in Quezon City, across 
Manila from the modernistic 
Cultural Center. Imelda R. 
Marcos, the First Lady of the 
Philippines, commissioned her 


* to write the first oratorio in 


Philipino, the national language, 
to inaugurate the concert hall in 
1969. 


"When I was six I was 


building tunes on the piano," 
Sister Abejo said. "I come from 
a 
family 
of musicians—my 


father is a violinist and my 
mother a singer—so it came 
naturally. By the time I finished 
my second year of college, I was 
an advanced musician and 
that's when I decided to enter 
the convent." 


As a nun, Sister Abejo took her 


master's 
in 
music 
from 


Phillippine Women's University 
in Manila and continued her 
studies in the United States. She 
earned her doctorate at Cahtolic 
University in Washington, with 
intermediate 
study at 
the 


Lubanski School of Conducting 
and Composition, Cincinnati, 
and Eastman School of Music, 
Rochester, N.Y. 


She said she appreciates the 


audiences in New York "They 
have to buy tickets three months 


in advance"—but that the best 
audiences are on the other side 
of the Iron Curtain. 


"They are a very cultured 


people, the Russians," she said. 
"The greatest thing about them 
as audiences is that they know 
when 
to applaud during a 


symphony, and that's something 
quite rare. 


"I also like the fact that they 


have never heard rock 'n' roll." 


Not that it really matters, she 


said, because she thinks elec- 
tronic music won't last. "Look 
at the classics: they've lived for 
200 years," she said. "The 
electronic 
music—the avant 


garde—it will not last, because 
there's no melody, only rhyth- 
m." 


So what about rock opera, 


hailed by New York critics as 
the savior of a dying art? 


"I very much hope to see 


one," 
Sister 
Abejo 
said. 


'Probably they are for the 
middle generation. Now all the 
people who go to the opera are 
the old ones; maybe this new 
thing is to bring the younger 
people into Lincoln Center." 


As an educator, Sister Abejo 


has constant contact with rock 
music, and sometimes her battle 
with it seems a lost cause. "The 
children are very much in- 
terested in rock 'n' roll," she 
said. "They play the records all 
the 
time, 
because 
their 


generation has grown up with it. 


"But we've started playing 


classic and romantic sym- 
phonies during recess and meal 
time, and for many of the 
children it's the first time they 
have heard my type of music. 
They seem to like it. 


"You have no idea how happy 


it makes me when one of the 
girls conies into our offices to 
ask for a recording of Chopin."

Animal Stress Is 
Linked With Size 


Historic selection of livestock 


for larger, meatier animals, and 
even the possibility today of 
using "double-muscled" beef to 
increase unit production, is 
going to have to be weighed 
against more than higher yields. 


Dr. C.R. Ashmore, animal 


scientist at the University of 
California 
at 
Davis, 
said 


recently that recent research at 
UCD shows that the continuing 
increase in size of muscles in 
domestic animals is associated 
with changes in muscle kind and 
function. 


Increased 
sizing 
appears 


correlated with less buildup of 
flavor-enhancing 
fat 
within 


muscles of red meat animals. 
Greater stress in the living 
animal also is associated with 
increased muscle sizing and 
may lead to further problems in 
management 
and 
handling, 


before and after slaughter. 


In actuality, he said, some of 


the stress problems already 
found in swine and cattle may be 
the direct result of the selection 
emphasis on meatier animals. 


Even more ironic is the fact 


that these changes probably 
have come about because for 
much of today's livestock "the 
livin' is easy." — Too easy! 


Skeletal muscles, Ashmore 


explained 
are 
composed of 


mixtures of different kinds of 


fibers, or cells. Red 
fibers 


provide for sustained activity, 
and wild animals, which need 
more durability, have mostly 
this type. 


But there also are 
white 


muscle fibers—the same kind as 
are found in chicken or lamb. 
These are adapted for quick, 
forceful activity, but fatigue 
more quickly than do red fibers. 


White 
muscle 
fibers 
are 


considerably larger—in gross 
size, not just numbers. 


Thus, in selecting for larger 


muscle size stockmen 
over 


many years have been in- 
creasing the white fiber content 
in red-meat 
animals, 
even 


though these levels are not 
readily apparent to the naked 
eye.Research at Davis, Ashmore 
said, shows that white fibers are 
transformations from one of two 
types of red fibers, and most of 
the changing starts just prior to 
or in a short time after birth. 


The function of these muscles 


also is changed. Muscles which 
have changed to the independent 
system are more susceptible to 
physical 
and 
psychological 


stress, Ashmore said. 


That stockmen have been able 


to produce and select out larger- 
muscled animals probably is 
due to historic improvement of

DAVIS—A survey on hydatid 


disease, a parasitic infection of 
man, is being carried out this 
summer in Tehama and Glenn 
Counties through a cooperative 
effort of the School of Veterinary 
Medicine of the University of 
California at Davis, the State 
Department of Fish and Game, 
the U.S. Bureau 
of Sport 


Fisheries and Wildlife, the State 
Department of Agriculture, and 
the Tehama County Agricultural 
Commissioner's Office. 


According to Calvin W. Sch- 


wabe, director of the study and 
professor of epidemiology in the 
UCD veterinary school, no 
human cases of this potentially 
serious infection have yet been 
detected in Tehama County 
residents, although eight cases 
of the disease in man are known 
to 
have 
been 
contracted 


elsewhere in California. 


He added that hydatid disease 


is normally maintained in an 
infectious cycle between sheep 
and sheep-dogs and is a major 
public health concern in most 
sheep-raising areas of the world. 
Man is usually infected by 
swallowing the egg 
of the 


parasite shich is passed in dog 
feces. 
Until the current studies, 


which began about 5 years ago, 
hydatid disease was not known 
to affect sheep in the United 
States at all. However, tran- 
smission 
has 
now 
been 


demonstrated to be taking place 
in several counties of the Cen- 
tral Valley. 


Schwabe, who is the principal 


advisor on hydatid disease to the 
World Health Organization and 
has assisted in the design of 
hydatid 
disease 
control 


programs in a 
number of 


counties, 
states 
that 
the 


situation in Tehama County is 
unusual in that fairly frequent 
infections in coyotes have been 
found recently, yet a county- 
wide diagnostic survey of sheep- 
dogs carried out this spring and 
summer has not yet revealed a 
single infected dog. Records of 
infected deer in California have 
existed for about 25 years. 


About 15 years ago samples of 


deer 
were 
taken 
by 
the 


Department of Fish and Game 
from herds in Tehama and 
Glenn counties and about 25 per 
cent of them were found to be 
infected. It may be that hydatid 
infection is being perpetuated 
solely in the wildlife of Tehama 
County but to establish this 
definitely 
further 
diagnostic 


samples of both coyotes and 
deer will have to be made 
throughout 
the county this 


summer, Schwabe said.

Office, 
the U.S. 


Bureau of Sport Fisheries and 
Wildlife and the University are 
carrying out the coyote surveys 
while the State Department of 
Fish 
and 
Game and 
the 


University are cooperating in 
the examination of about 20 deer 
from each county. It is hoped, 
too, that diagnostic tests can be 
performed on as many hunting 
dogs in the county as possible in 
order to identify possible risks to 
their owners. 


It is further stressed that deer 


act as a host for the in- 
termediate stage of hydatid 
disease and there is no hazard to 
a hunter from handling or eating 
meat from an infected deer 
carcass. 


The California Department of 


Agriculture says it has amended 
resolutions requiring approval 
by 
the 
State 
Director 
of 


Agriculture for any forms used 
by County Agricultural Com- 
missioners in issuing permits 
for injurious herbicides and 
injurious materials. The change 
becomes effective August 26.

Attention To Detail On Irrigation 


Infiltration rate of a soil 


differs not only with the texture, 
but with the length of time the 
water is on the soil. 


According 
to William 
F. 


Richardson, Tehama 
County 


Farm Advisor, this holds for 
border, furrow, and sprinkler 
irrigation. 


On most soils the infiltration 


rate drops off with time. As a 
general rule for flood, border, or 
furrow irrigation, at the end of 
the first half hour water is on a 
particular area the infiltration 
rate has slowed considerably 
and will only slowly decrease 
with time. 


After 8 to 12 hours the in- 


filtration rate will probably 
have slowed to the point that 
water is not entering the soil fast 


COOL AND CONTENTED 


Studies show that cool cows 


are more contented and give 
more milk than those housed in 
stuffy barns. 


enough to be of practical value. 


The point of this is that if you 


hold irrigation on a particular 
area for more than 8 to 10 hours 
it 
may 
not 
be 
justified, 


especially on most west side 
soils. 


It would be best to check depth 


of water penetration after 6 to 8 
hours, according to Richardson. 
If at the end of this time period 
at least te to two-thirds of the 


desired depth has not been 
reached it probably would be 
best to discontinue irrigation 
temporarily and let the soil 
drain. 


After 2 to 3 days re-irrigate the 


same area for the same time 
period. 


If after this second try water 


has not reached the desired 
depth it would be best to check 
for a problem.

"We were not about to put any 


live lobster in a pot," Dinah 
said, "he was a friendly little 
fellow. That day our cooking 
was a casserole—not lobster." 


Since Dinah knows everybody 


in Hollywood, with or without 
tennis, her loyal friends rallied 
'round. Frank Sinatra, whose 
previous daytime exposure had 
consisted of taking a pie in the 
face from Soupy Sales years 
ago, showed up to cook spaghetti 
and sing a little. Success breeds 
success, and it has now become 
a status symbol to COOK, exer- 
cise or sing with the star of the 
show. 


Dinah seems bemused by the

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Brighter Days Ahead 
For Falcons—Dutch 


(Editor's Note: This is the 


fifth in a series previewing the 
National Football League. 
Today, Atlanta Falcons.)

ATLANTA (AP) — Coach 


Norman Van Brocklin of the 
Atlanta Falcons has visions of 
brighter days ahead as his club 
prepares for its sixth season in 
the National Football League. 


The team's first preseason 


test, a 12-10 defeat at the hands 
of Kansas City last week, 
refreshed 
the memory of a 


frustrating 1970 campaign in 
which the Falcons generally 
"lost close" in a 4-8-2 season. 


But the Dutchman wasn't 


dejected. 


"I can see in our team, and I 


hope the players can see, that 
it's there," said Van Brocklin. 
"That was not a bad effort 
against an established Super 
Bowl team, but we can't make 
five turnovers in a game and 
expect to win any game." 


The 
Kansas 
game 


strengthened Van Brocklin's 
views of his defensive unit since 
the five turnovers produced only 
four field goals for the Chiefs, 
the last a 50-yarder 
that 


provided the victory. 


"Our defensive club is pretty 


damn good," Van Brocklin says. 
"It's the best defensive team 
we've e^er had since I've been 
here. However, I think we can 
improve in every phase of the 
game this year." 


To bolster its offense, the 


Falcons sacrificed experience 
for speed among its wide 
receivers, with veterans Paul 
Flatley 
and 
Gail 
Cogdill 


retiring Rookie receivers Ken 
Burrow, Ray Jarvis and Wes 
Cheson all possessing good 
speed and have made progress 


in the training camp on the 
Furman University campus. 


The running backs punched 


out 180 yards against Kansas 
City, the club's best effort in that 
department since 1969. 


Last year's starters, Harmon 


Wages and Jim "Cannonball" 
Butler, are being pressed by 
returnees Art Malone, Sonny 
Campbell and Paul Gibson and 
rookies Joe Profit, the No. Idraf t 
pick from Northeast Louisiana, 
and Willie Belton, a free agent 
who appears to have earned a 
spot on the roster. 


Bob Berry probably will open 


at quarterback again after 
hitting on 156 of 269 passes for 
1,806 yards and 16 touchdowns in 
1970. His chief competition has 
come from Randy Johnson, an 
original Falcon who reported to 
camp after asking to be traded. 


Van Brocklin regards 
Jim 


Mitchell as one of the better 
tight ends in the NFL. He led the 
club in receptions last year with 
44 for 650 yards and six touch- 
downs. 


While the offense remains 


questionable, there is little 
doubt about the defense. 


Former all-pro linebacker 


Tommy Nobis appears 
fully 


recovered from his 1969 knee 
surgery. End Claud Humphrey, 
who established himself last 
year as an NFL star, has been 
plagued by a pulled hamstring 
during the preseason drills.
